Northcott  Informed  Judge  George  R. 
Freeman  today,  when  the  court 
questioned  an  attempt  of  the  ac- 
cused to  show  -motives  and  mitigat- 
ing circumstances"  for  slaying*  al- 
leged to  have  been  committed  at  his 
Wlnevtlle  ranch. 

Northcott  took  the  witness  chair 
early  in  the  day.  after  he  angrily 
had  withdrawn  Sarah  Louisa  North- 
cott from  the  stand  when  court 
rulings  prevented  him  from  obtain- 
ing the  testimony  he  desired  from 
her.  He  Intimated  he  would  at- 
tempt to  place  blame  for  the  mur- 
ders upon,  or  at  least  Implicate,  his 
father,  "and  others." 

"I  hate  him,"  he  cried,  referring 
to  sixty -one- year-old  Cyrus  North- 
cott. "I  hate  him  now  more  than 
any  one  else  in  the  world." 

Cyrus,  yesterday  and  before,  on 
the  stand  as  a  defence  witness,  at- 
tempted to  repudiate  previous  state- 
ments, in  an  apparent  effort  to  aid 
his  son. 

In  his  testimony  this  afternoon. 
Northcott.  having  obtained  an  ad- 
mission earlier  In  the  day  from  Mrs.

Press  Privilege 
On  Resolution 
Raised  in  House 


The  right  to  publish  in  the  press 
a  resolution  which  had  been  re- 
jected by  the  Speaker  as  out  of 
order,  and  not  one  which  could  be 
placed  on  the  order  paper,  came  up 
in  the  House  yesterday.  Just  before 
adjournment.  It  was  raised  by  At- 
torney-General Pooley.  and  has  to 
do  with  a  proposal  of  Mr.  A.  M. 
Manson  to  attempt  to  get  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  House,  a  select  commit- 
tee to  go  into  the  elections  of  two 
member.. 

Special  objection  was  raised  to  the 
publication  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
H  was  represented  by  the  heading 
that  the  Legislature  was  asked  to 
inquire,  etc. 

Mr.  Manson  said  that  it  had  been 
the  constant  practice  when  the  situ- 
ation was  reversed,  and  the  Con- 
servatives were  In  opposition,  to 
have  copies  of  resolutions  given  to 
the  press  tn  advance  and  published 
In  the  press. 

Mr.  Pooley  said  this  was  not  done, 
as  far  as  he  was  aware. 

Mr!  Manson  declared  he  would  ac- 
cept the  statement  of  Mr.  Pooley. 
but  that  it  was  done,  and  he  ven- 
tured the  statement  that  every 
member  of  the  press  gallery  would 
support  the  statement.  Mr.  Man- 
son  went  on  to  say  that  this  was 
really  a  question  of  the  privilege  of 
the  press. 

Mr  Manson  took  the  position  that 
when  his  resolution  was  sent  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  it  was  before  the 
Legislature.  The  Legislature,  he 
pointed  out.  might  reverse  the  de- 
cision of  the  Speaker,  as  to  whether 
it  was  in  order. 

Hon.  J  Hinchliffe  said  that  there 
were  ways  of  overcoming  the  situa- 
tion, and  he  had  on  one  occasion, 
when  he  wanted  to  do  what  was  be- 
ing done  in  this  case,  he  had  had 
Uie  resolution  read  In  the  House,  but 
it  was  refused  by  the  Speaker  of 
that  day. 

The  Speaker  suggested  that  In 
future  such  resolutions  be  held  from 
the  pres.  until  the  matter  of  the  ad- 
mission thereof  be  settled. 

Before  the  House  rose,  the  sug- 
gestion was  offered  that  in  the  dis- 
pute as  to  the  rules  with  regard  to 
adjourning  a  debate  tn  the  middle 
of  a  speech,  there  should  be  an  ex- 
change of  the  authorities  prepared 
•by  himself  and  by  Mr.  Pooley.  and 
that  each  of  them  should  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  s-une  time  to  the 
Speaker

The  forthcoming  meeting  of  the  executive  of 
the  Associated  Boards  of  Trade  of  Va;  ...  r 
Island  at  Nanalmo  will  discuss  the  route  which 
the  projected  West  Coast  Road  should  folk?! 
One  of  the  original  Ideas  of  this  body  was  the 
influence  which  It  might  wield  In  advocn 
policies  designed  for  the  progress  of  Vancouver 
Island,  and,  among  these,  was  that  of  road  de- 
velopment. In  this,  as  in  all  other  matters,  there 
should  be  unity  In  agreement  where  new  plans 
are  advocated  At  the  present  time  distinct  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  exist  as  to  the  route  which 
the  West  Coast  Road  should  follow.  All  are 
agreed  that  Weat  Coast  points,  such  as  Bamfleld. 
Clo-ioae.  Port  Renfrew.  Ucluelet  and  Toflno. 
ahould  have  road  connections  with  the  larger 
population  centres.  The  difficulty  la  to  decide  on 
some  proposal  which  will  form  a  part  of  a  policy 
which  can  be  elaborated  as  years  ensue 

It  Is  admitted  by  all  most  closely  concerned 
with  Island  development  that  the  commercial 
significance  and  Industrial  features  of  any  new 
highway  should  be  of  prime  Importance  where 
the  expenditure  of  the  taxpayers'  money  Is  con- 
cerned. These  are  the  considerations  upon  which 
the  Government  will  base  Its  policy  wherever  It 
has  the  concern  of  the  people  most  at  heart.  The 
point  that  has  arisen  in  connection  with  a  Weat 
Coast  Road  has  dual  bearings.  Firstly.  It  should 
be  of  a  character  which  ultimately  will  give  con- 
nection to  all  West  Coast  points,  or  else  It  is  mis- 
called. In  the  second  place  It  should  give  West 
Coast  connection  not  only  to  Victoria  but  also  to 
such  populated  Island  centres  as  Duncan,  Nanal- 
mo. Courtenay  and  Port  Albernl. 

The  main  Issue  resolves  Itself  Into  one  of  the 
route  which  a  West  Coast  Road  should  foUow. 
the  ultimate  points  which  It  should  connect  and 
its  relation  to  future  rood  developments  through- 
out Vancouver  Island  as  a  whole.  As  matters 
stand  the  Government's  policy  is  unknown.  It 
has  demands  for  road  development  from  all  over 
the  Province.  While  It  Is  pledged  to  a  West 
i  oast  Road  it  Is  not  committed  to  the  route 
determined  upon  by  Its  predecessor  In  office.  The 
question  of  route  must  remain  one.  of  commer- 
cial and  Industrial  development,  and,  therefore, 
on  that  account,  the  feasibility  of  connections 
between  any  new  highway  and  the  existing  main 
roads  of  the  Island.  The  latter  is  a  point  which 
cannot  be  emphasized  too  strongly,  for  It  Is  what 
Vancouver  Island  resident*  as  a  whole  want.  It 
ta  the  plan  best  calculated  to  promote  develop- 
ment.

It  Is  one  of  those 
vague  but  attractive  expressions  which  contain 
far  more  of  aspiration  than  of  actual  fact  Who 
are  to  provide  this  vocational  guidance,  and  Lo 
what  extent  are  they  equipped  for  their  ex- 
tremely difficult  task?  Is  It  suggested  that 
manual  training  instructors,  as  such,  possess 
some  magical  gift  of  divination  denied  to  other 
men?  They  are  certainly  not  more  likely  to 
gauge  correctly  the  capacity  and  moral  qualities 

of  a  boy  than  the  latter*  parent*,  who  know  him  loward  Uie  «,,. 

better  and  ore.  moreover,  vitally  interested  In  his  |  ftrte$  but  lhBl  dljltrtcU  wUh  a  local 
future.    Something  can  be  done  to  help  the 
manual  training  Instructor  by  a  special  course  of  j  sometimes 
study  in  intelligence    tests,    social    psychology, ' nad  lne,r 
and  the  psychology  of  youth,  but  much  more  Is 
necessary.    The  light-hearted  suggestion  of  the 
director  of  technical  education   that  a  mere 
"committee  of  the  staff"  could  furnish  vocational 
guidance  is  not  worth  serious  consideration. 

The  School  Survey  Commissioners  cautiously 
point  out  that  a  vocational  guidance  officer 
would  be  useful  If  he  were  a  man  of  exceptional 
.wcial  instincts,  with  a  keen  interest  In  young 
people,  and  with  post-graduate  experience  at  a 
good  university,  adding  that  he  must  also  be  hi 
close  touch  with  the  needs  of  employers  on  the  j 
one  hand  and  the  possibilities  of  vocational  | 
training  on  the  other.

4M  ASSISTED  SCHOOLS 


Fascist  rule  in  Italy  discourages  emigration. 
The  desire  of  Slgnor  Mussolini  ta  to  retain  Italy's 
manhood  for  Italy's  needs.  During  five  years  of 
Fascist  rule  the  number  of  emigrants  was  1.568.- 
000.  and  the  number  of  Italians  who  returned  to 
their  country  wus  932.000.  There  Is  now  a  definite 
yearly  decline  In  the  number  of  emigrants  from 
Italy  and  more  and  more  of  her  sons  and  daugh- 
ters are  returning  home  from  foreign  lands. 


Owing  to  the  court  proceedings  that  have  been 
launched,  to  secure  the  deposition  of  General 
Bramwell  Booth  as  head  of  the  Salvation  Army, 
interest  in  the  affair*  of  that  organization  has 
been  accentuated  during  the  past  few  weeks. 
Yesterday  the  Chancery  Court  granted  an  in- 
junction against  the  High  Council  from  acting 
against  General  Booth  until  the  General  should 
have  an  opportunity  of  being  he&rd  before  the 
High  Council.  Some  tune  may  elapae  on  this 
account  becauee  of  Oeneral  Booths  Illness,  since 
he  may  insist  that  he  be  heard  himself  Instead 
of  through  his  representatives. 

The  issue  as  between  the  High  Council  and 
General  Booth  la  one  of  reform  In  the  conduct 
of  the  Salvation  Army.  The  High  Council  has 
the  power  of  adjudging  the  fitness  or  unfitness 
of  the  leader,  and.  In  the  event  of  his  being 
adjudged  unfit,  the  selection  of  a  successor.  The 
High  Council  has  adjudged  General  Booth  unfit 
because  of  his  Illness  and  on  the  assumption  that 
his  recovery  will  never  be  complete.  The  oppor- 
tunity Is  being  seized  upon  by  the  High  Council 
to  bring  about  changes  in  the  constitution  of 
the  Salvation  Army,  changes  which  have  been 
approved  by  a  large  number  of  officers  In  various 
countrlee.  The  answer  of  Oeneral  Booth  to  what 
is  proposed  Is  that  he  has  no  power  to  alter  the 
deed  polls  which  define  the  constitution  of  the 
Salvation  Array. 

In  effect,  what  the  High  Council  proposes  la 
to  modify  the  autocratic  powers  of  the  leader. 
It  wants,  for  one  thing,  lo  prevent  the  general- 
ship passing  by  succession  Into  a  dynasty  It 
would  alter  the  method  of  succession.  It  is  felt 
that  the  extent  of  the  present  organization  has 
made  the  work  of  Individual  control  very  dif- 
ficult, "and  has  led  to  criticism  of  It.  both  as 
regards  Its  administrative  and  trustee  aspects  " 
The  alternative  to  an  autocracy,  proposed  by 
the  High  Council,  la  an  executive  board  at  head- 
quarters to  deal  with  senior  appointments, 
properties,  finance  and  International  questions 
If  this  were  done  the  life  tenure  of  the  office  of 
Oeneral  would  be  abolished. 

The  agitation  for  reform  has  been  simmering 
for  some  three  year*.  It  was  Impressed  upon  the 
General  by  his  sister.  Commander  Evangeline 
Booth,  in  October.  1927.  when  she  pointed  out 
to  him  the  fear  that  was  entertained  by  many 
officers  lest  a  dynastic  succession  should  be  es- 
tablished. General  Booth  does  not  admit  the 
possibility  of  this  and  he  claims  it  Is  not  allowed 
in  the  regulations  of  the  Army.  In  the  "Orders 
and  Regulations  for  Officers  of  the  Salvation 
Army"  Is  the  following  assertion.  "The  succes- 
sion to  the  position  of  Oeneral  Is  not  In  any 
shape  or  form  hereditary,  nor  la  it  even  Intended 
to  be  so.  Every  successive  Oeneral  will  be  under 
the  moat  solemn  obligation  to  select  that  officer 
to  succeed  him  whom  he  considers  will  be  most 
likely  to  use  the  great  power,  and  Influence 
associated  with  such  a  command  in  a  manner 
that  will  promote  to  the  largest  extent  the  glory 
of  Ood  and  the.  salvation  of  the  world." 

Strictly  speaking,  on  the  basis  of  the  consti- 
tution of  the  Salvation  Army,  the  High  Council 
It  Interfering  In  matters  with  which  It  has  do  1 
concern,  hut  on  the  other  hand   in  view  of  n> 
veJopmenU.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  High  b 
Council  could  have  avoided  considering  them.  It  |  1

In  all  there  was  a  total  of  490 
assisted  schools,  exclusive  of  the  E 
i  M  Railway  belt  The  assessed 
valup  of  these  district*  was  $27,000,000 
and  the  school  rate  on  the  total  as- 
sessment was  3  7  mills,  exclusive  of 
school  teachers'  salaries.  Two  hun- 
dred school  districts  had  Do  school 
rate,  the  minister  pointed  out.  A 
total  of  182  were  assessed  less  than 
four  mills  and  oine  were  as  low  as 
half  a  mill.  There  was  one  district 
that  had  a  local  assessment  of  II,- 
000.000  and  yet  did  not  pay  the 
teachers'  salaries.  There  were  417 
school  districts  assessed  at  below 
$100  000  The  minister  said  It  seemed 
to  the  Government  that  there  was 
room  for  an  evening  up  of  taxation 
for  school  purposea. 

In  the  E.  Se  N  Railway  belt  up 
to  1901  the  tax  had  been  confined 
to  half  a  cent  an  acre,  but  the  act 
was  amended  so  that  all  property 
outside  the  organized  territory  could 
be  taxed  for  school  purposea.  All 
schools  within  the  belt  up  to  that 
time,  with  the  exception  of  three  or 
four,  were  provincial  schools. 

SITUATION  ANALYZED 
There  were  now  sixty- two  assisted 
ichools  In  the  railway  belt.  The 
property  taxable  for  school  purposea 
in  1923  was  assessed  at  112.750.000. 
One  school  district  alone  was  as- 
sessed at  $1,000,000;  three  at  between 
$500,000  and  $600,000;  three  at  be- 
tween $400,000  and  $500,000;  atx  at 
between  $300,000  and  $400,000;  six- 
teen between  $200,000  and  $300,000. 
and  eiahteen  between  $100,000  and 
$200,000.  The  average  school  tax  on 
these  districts  was  2J  mills.

Bros.,  who  had  a  sawmill  on  the  old 
OTP.

CEDRIC  CH1VERS  DEAD

A  great,  loss  to  the  book -binding 
Industry  and.  Incidentally,  to  Uie 
public  libraries  of  Uie  world,  has 
been  sustained  by  the  death.  In  the 
city  of  Bath.  England,  on  Wednes- 
day last,  of  Mr.  Cedrlc  Chlvers. 
whose  originality  and  enterprise  In 
the  industry  In  which  he  was  so 
well  known  have  benefited  millions 
of  Uie  reading  public. 

Mr  Chlvers  did  not  concentrate 
upon  bindings  of  great  elegance  and 
beauty,  but  confined  his  activities 
to  issuing  a  cheap  and  very  durable 
library  binding,  particularly  adapted 
for  the  requirements  of  public 
libraries  of  which  he  had  made  a 
special  «tudv  His  practice  was  to 
purchase  large  quantities  of  books 
Just  off  Uie  press,  rebtnd  them  with 
durable  binding  and  put  them  on 
Uie  market  at  no  great  advance  in 
coat.  He  invaded  the  United  States, 
where  he  built  up  I 
clientele  In  many  cases  he 
inforeed  Uie  binding  of  the  publish- 
ers with  brass  corners 

Mr  Chlvers.  who  was  seventy-flve 
years  old,  crossed  the  AtlanUc  no 
fewer  than  120  times  At  Uie  time 
of  his  death  he  employed  346  per- 
sons In  his  two  factories,  one  of 
which  was  situated  at  Bath,  of 
which  city  he  wsa  six  times  the 
mayor,  and  Uie  other  st  Brooklyn. 
N  Y  Recently  the  Library  Associa- 
tion of  America  passed  a  resolution 
complimenting  him  on  his  service 
to  the  book  binding  industry.

The  Department  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs is  erecting  a  new  Indian  resi- 
dential school  at  Alert  Bay. 

The  structure,  on  which  consid- 
erable work  has  already  been  done, 
will  accommodate  175  children,  and 
la  intended  aa  a  monument  to  the 
work  of  the  pioneer  missionaries 
whose  efforts  carried  to  the  native 
peoples  of  the  Coast  their  first  real 
knowledge  of  the  white  man's  re- 
ligion and  culture.  It  is  furthermore, 
a  witness  to  the  Jteen  interest  taken 
by  the  Oovemment  of  Canada  in 
\ho  Indian  peoples.  The  building 
and  It*  equipment  will  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  1250.000 

In  view  of  the  acute  economic 
situation  among  the  Coast  Indians 
at  present,  the  Alert  Bay  Scfvml 
principal  and  staff,  as  well  as  the 
Indian  peoples  of  the  district,  arc 
hoping  thai  l  he  Department  of  In- 
dian Affairs  will  equip  the  school 
with  modern  shopj  and  machinery 
jo  that  the  children  may  leave  with 
MifBcient  technical  knowledge  to  be 
able  to  augment  their  living  as  fish- 
ermen with  some  useful  trade  or 
handicraft. 

A  high  achool  section*  la  to  be  pro 
vided  tor  in  the  new  building,  and 
within  the  next  twelve  months  some 
pupils.  It  la  anticipated,  will  be  ready 
lor  classes  in  this 

The  building  is  modem  in  every 
respect  In  addition  to  the  five 
r la** rooms  there  are  big  dormitories, 
infirmaries  for  boys  and  girls,  and 
spacious  playroom*  The  auditorium 
will  accommodate  300.  and  will  be 
convertible  into  a  gymnasium  One 
of  the  claaarooms  will  be  used  as  a 
chapel  until  further  provialon  Is 
made,  either  by  the  Diocese  of  Co- 
lumbia or  the  Department  of  Indian 
Affairs.

Each  of  u*  la  dependent  upon  the 
other  This  fart  has  been  recog- 
nised by  intelligent  people  every- 
where since  the  origin  of  the  first 
government  It  underlie*  every 
system  of  ethics.  We  cannot  obtain 
a  full  measure  of  life  a  happiness 
until  we  realize  thai  we  benefit  our- 
nelvrn  beM  when  we  help  other* 
most.  We  rise  or  fall  with  those 
with  whom  we  associate  ourselves. 

The  hermit  who  withdraws  him- 
self from*  society  does  not  have  the 
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temptations  to  do  evil, 
other  hand,  he  does  not 
opportu  'ties  to  do  good. 

Many  years  ago  Confucius  stated 
a  negative  law  of  ethics  You 
should  not  do  unto  others  as  you 
would  not  have  others  do  unto  vou " 
This  Inv,  has  been  the  foundation  ol 
every  subsequent  law  for  human 
betterment  This  was  afterward* 
even  more  beautifully  expressed  in 
the  Golden  Rule  Do  unto  others 
as  you  would  have  others  do  unto 
you."  If  each  of  110  obeyed  thl*  law 
to  its  fullest  extent,  we  would  need 
no  others. 

We  mu/.t  understand  that 
der  to  obtain  the  greatest 
from  life  we  cannot  waste 
passing  whims  and  appetites.  We 
can't  be  successful  members  of  so- 
ciety or  enjoy  the  society  of  others 
to  the  fullest  extent  unless  we  play 
our  own  part  well  In  the  great 
drama  of  life.  He  who  is  wasteful 
ol  his  own  powers  or  self -Improve- 
ment, and  Is  careless  of  those  per- 
sonal habit*  which  destroy  health 
and  character,  not  only  injures 
himself,  but  injures  society  as  well 

It  was  once  humorously  stated 
that  the  tune  might  come  when  we 
would  place  our  criminals  In  hos- 
pitals to  be  cured  and  our  sick  peo- 
ple In  jail  for  neglecting  their 
duties.

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In  an  Interview  with  The  Colonial 
yeaterdav,  Mr  John  D.  Kissinger 
manager  of  the  Canadian  Puget 
Hound  Lumber  &  Timber  Compuiv 
Limited  expressed  the  views  of  the 
company  un  m  the  construction  of 
the  West  Coast  Road,  or  Ocean 
Highway,  the  favoring  of  which  bv 
the  directors  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Mr  Kissinger  regard*  a* 
a  mistake. 

While  approving  ol  the  laying  out 
of  the  maid  for  future  construction. 
Mr  Kissinger  said  that  surely  there 
was  no  immediate  necessity  for  the 
work  going  ahead.  The  road  be- 
tween Victoria  and  Jordan  River 
should  first  be  put  into  shape,  and 
made  safe  for  present-day  travel, 
a  process  which  would  require  time 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  money. 
He  could  not  see  the  need  for  a  fine, 
wide  road  beyond  Jordan  River, 
which  would  have  no  means  of  ap- 
proach with  any  degree  ol  safety 

Why  urge  tne  Oovernment.  at  the 
present  Ume.  he  argued,  to  build  a 
road  through  about  ten  miles  of 
timber,  at  a  cost  which  was  prohibi- 
tive, and  which  also  created  a  flre 
hazard?  The  possible  destruction 
of  the  timber  was  a  serious  matter 
both  for  the  CPS.  and  for  the  Gov- 
ernment, In  that  the  latter  have 
royalty  interest*  in  the  timber.  The 
road,  he  said,  would  constitute  a 
serious  handicap  to  the  company's 
lf»nrtng  operations  because  the  route 
lies  along  a  considerable  amount  of 
their  proposed  railroad  locations, 
many  sections  of  which  cannot  be 
changed. 

To  log  across  a  highway.  Mr.  Kis- 
singer pointed  out,  would  be  a  seri- 
ous matter,  which  would  not  be  per- 
mitted by  the  Oovernment.  and.  con- 
sequently, the  logging  costs  would 
be  considerably  Increased,  the  force 
of  which  became  apparent  when  It 
was  realised  that  the  road  would 
pass  through  some  ten  miles  of  the 
company's  timber  The  construc- 
tion of  the  road,  said  Mr  Kissinger, 
would  not  bring  in  any  new  Indus- 
tries, or  Increase  the  tourist  traffic, 
nor  would  It  be  of  any  material  benr- 
fll  to  the  business  interests  of  Vic- 
toria for  years  to  come.  It  would, 
however,  be  a  direct  blow  to  one  ol 
the  city's  biggest  industries,  one  with 
a  payroll  of  nearly  one  million  dol- 
lars a  year,  and  a  consumption  of 
about  five  hundred  thousand  dollar* 
worth  of  supplies,  bought  largely 
from  local  merchant*. 

"You  hsve  here."  said  Mr  Ki>- 
singer.  "an  Industry  that  is  well  es- 
tablished and  that  I  believe  to  be 
of  considerable  importance  to  Uie 
city,  and  I  feel  that  we  are  entlUed 
to  some  encouragement,  which  ae 
are  certainly  not  getting.  If  there  i* 
an  insistence  on  the  Immediate  con- 
struction of  that  road  through  our 
timber.  Understand  that  we  are  not 
objecting  to  the  eventual  fulfillment 
of  the  project.  Our  interest*  in  the 
city  are  large,  and  we  will  naturally 
favor  anything  that  is  for  the  good 
of  this  city.  In  Ume  to  come,  no 
doubt  the  West  Coast  Road  wul  be 
an  asset  to  Victoria,  but,  before  thai 
time  come*,  we  will  have  the  timber 
removed,  and  then,  by  using  the 
railroad  right-of-way,  it  would  cost 
only  a  fracUon  of  what  it  would  lake 
to  build  tt  at  the  present  Ume

The  question  of  the  finance*  or 
the  Industrial  Department  of  the 
Province  did  not  occupy  much  time 
nf  the  Public  Accounts  Committee 
yesterday  morning.  The  point  had 
been  raised  the  day  before  by  Mr 
Ian  Mackenzie  as  to  how  the  Item 
in  the  statement  of  "interest  earned 

•418,716 58"  was  explained. 

Mr.  J.  Pishes*,  of  the  Department 
of  nuance,  was  beforr  the  commit- 
tee to  explain,  but  Mr.  Mackenzie 
was  not  present. 

Some  qucstiuni-  were  asked  with 
regard  to  the  item  and  the  way  of 
arriving  at  it.  In  this  regard  thr 
rate  of  interest  which  lhe  Oovern- 
ment paid  for  the  money  so  used 
was  enquired  Into  s  little.  In  this 
Mr.  A.  M.  Mana.'n  took  a  part. 

He  got  away  from  the  direct  sub- 
ject under  consideration,  and  lit-, 
mind  seemed  to  be  going  back  to  a 
statement  made  by  Hon  W  C. 
Shelly  in  the  House  a  few  days  ago. 
with  respect  to  the  present  Oovern- 
ment obtaining  a  larger  overdraft 
from  the  bank  than  the  former 
Government  had.  and  at  a  lower 
rate  of  interest  than  when  the  new 
Oovernment  came  Into  power. 

Mr  Manson  asked  what  rate  was 
being  paid,  and  Mr  PUher  said 
that  it  was  a  5  per  cent  rate  a  year 
ago  As  far  as  he  knew  It  was  the 
name  now. 

Mr.  Maroon  said  that  the  Minu- 
ter of  Finance  had  given  four  and 
three-quarters  per  cent  a*  the  pres-

Mr  Fisher  felt  clear  on  the  mat- 
ter, but  pointed  out  that  there  was 
a  differentia  Urn  with  respect  to  the 
runds  alluded  to.

!  .<  bowed  us  a  silver  box.  m  which  was 
a  golden  head  which  was  to  be -the 
I  .symbol  and  emblem  of  his  physical 
>  Incarnation  after  his  disappearance, 
and  we  prostrated  ourselves  before 
I  It  ' 

"And  later  this-  Take  can  of  the 
mysteries  hidden  behind  walls.  It 
Is  not  permitted  for  the  book  to  be 
taken  out  or  copied,  nor  the  box  in 
which  is  the  figure  of  the  physical  In- 
carnation of  Hakim.  It  Is  not  per- 
mitted that  the  figure  be  aught  but 
gold  or  silver.  If  this  book  or  figure 
be  found  In  the  hnn.-is  .if  ad  infidel, 
he  is  to  be  taken  and  cut  into  small 
pieces.' 

"Very  much  later,  one  of  our  proph- 
ets wrote:  'You  have  misunder- 
stood the  divinity  You  have  con- 
rounded  him  with  tlie  calf,  and  with 
Iblls  (Satan.  ' 

Again-  'The  calf  has  become  the 
rival  and  adversary  of  him  who  put 
into  execution  the  divine  laws.'" 

After  a  long  pause,  which  I  did 
not  break,  the  Dni.se  continued: 
My  friend.  I  tell  you  so  mucli  as 
this  because  with  long  research  you 
could  have  discovered  it  elsewhere 
The  final,  concrete  answer  to  your 
question  I  cannot  give,  but  I  have 
.supplied  you  with  certain  data  You 
will  draw  your  conclusions  according 
to  your  own  bent  " 

I  presented  them  to  him  then  and 
there,  hoping  that  he  might  make 
a  tacit  denial  or  affirmation  They 
are,  by  the  way.  the  opinions  that, 
lightly  or  wrongly.  I  still  hold.  I 
•aid:  "You  will  permit  me  to  go 
much  farther  back  than  Hakim.  A 
golden  calf  was  the  first  symbol  ol 
Ood  that  the  Israelites  set  up  and 
worshipped  after  their  night  from 
Egypt.  Before  that,  the  bull,  and 
the  calf,  both  here  and  In  Assyria. 
Babylon,  and  Egypt,  were  symbols 
of  divinity  I  will  suggest  that 
sour  Hank  Tin  adopted,  incorporated 
Into  his  new  religion,  this  symbol, 
already,  perhaps,  adored  by  many 
of  his  converts.  I  will  suggest  that 
h"  Qnise*  first  looked  upon  It  as  an 
emblem  ,  ihat  later  they  worshipped 
It  idolatrously  and  were  denounced 
by  their  prophets:  and  that  they 
have  retained  It  secretly  to  this  da\, 
not  as  an  object  of  idolatory.  but  as 
the  image  or  symbol  originally  '  In- 
tended. 1  might  even  risk  going  so 
far  as  to  suggest  that  among  the 
Druses,  as  among  all  peoples,  there 
may  be  groups  who  confound  thr 
'Material  emblem  with  the  spirit  be- 
hind It." 

He  smiled  and  said  "Well,  it's  an 
ingenious  theory."  And  that  was 
all. 

Though  I  make  no  claim  to  have 
penetrated  the  arcana  of  the  Druse 
religion.  I  learned  from  another 
Druse  some  details  of  the  prelim- 
inary ordeal  that  a  candidate  Ls 
said  to  undergo  before  he  becomes 
an  akil-elect.  entitled  to  be  in- 
structed In  the  mysteries  Though 
the  form  of  initiation  is  the  same 
lor  rich  and  poor,  I  Imagine  It  Is 
.•omet lines  carried  out  among  the 
latter  in  less  sumptuous  detail 

First,  the  candidate  fasts  for  three 
days  and  two  nights,  and  on  the 
beginning  of  the  third  night,  still 
fasting,  he  attends  an  elaborate 
feast  of  the  akils.  where  the  dain- 
tiest and  most  delicious  meats  of 
savory  odor  are  spread  before  him 
He  must  take  up  these  meats  and 
toy  with  them  while  the  others  eat. 
but  he  must  taste  nothing.  At  the 
end  of  the  feast,  all  of  the  others 
file  out.  leaving  him  alone,  with 
some  of  the  best  dishes  untouched, 
still  before  him.  He  stays  there  for 
the  remainder,  or  the  night,  still 
lasting  There  is  none  to  spy  upon 
him.  But.  If  he  succumbs  to  desire 
and  eats,  he  must  confess  of  his  own 
free  will  on  the  morrow,  saying 
simply.  "I  am  not  suited  to  become 
an  akll  "  He  can  do  this  without 
shame  or  loss  of  honor,  and  the 
sklls  reply:  "It  is  no  mean  thing  to 
be  a  Iron  among  the  warriors." 

If  he  has  withstood  the  test.  then, 
after  he  has  broken  his  fast  and  re- 
gained his  strength,  the  second 
phase  of  the  initiation  occurs.  He 
goes  voluntarily  for  three  days  with- 
out water,  riding  hard  beneath  the 
desert  sun.  and  on  the  third  night, 
with  his  throat  parched,  his  lips 
cracked,  and  hts  tongue  so  swollen 
that  he  can  scarcely  speak,  he  sits 
with  the  akils  while  they  refresh 
themselves  with  cool  sherbets  and 
water  perfumed  with  attar  of  roses 
on  which  rose  petals  float.  He  takes 
a  goblet  In  his  hand  with  the  rest, 
but  does  not  touoh  it  to  his  Hps 
He  remains  alone  all  night,  with  the 
cooling  water  within  reach 

If  he  withstands  this  temptation 
also,  be  is  subjected,  a  week  later, 
to  a  third.  This  time.  In  the  ban- 
quet-hall he  is  plied  freely  with 
delicious  wines  and  highly •gplOtd 
meats.  He  la  not  to  become  drunk, 
but  neither  is  he  to  refuse  the  wine- 
cup  But  If  has  withstood  the 
temptation  of  the  flesh,  as  well  as 
the  tempt stlon  of  hunger  and  the 
temptation  of  thirst,  he  Is  presently 
made  an  akll  among  the  akils,  and 
only  then  are  the  "Inner  mysteries- 
revealed  to  him. 

Of  these  Inner  mysteries,  aa  t 
have  said  before,  I  know  absolutely 
nothing. 

The  ittleence  of  Ihe  Druses  about 
tnelr  mysteries  does  not.  however.

incarnation. They  take  great  pride 
111  it.  discuss  It  freely,  and  cite  end- 
less corroborative  cases.  The  belief 
Is  not  indigenous  and  is  not  shared 
by  any  other  sect  In  Arabia.  The 
Druses  undoubtedly  got  It  from 
India,  but  have  'developed  it  into 
••■■met lung  quite  different  from  the 
Indian  doctrine  of  the  progress  of 
the  soul  through  rebirths  until  it 
is  finally  "reabsorbed  in  the  deity 
According  to  Amir  Amln  Arslan 
the  Druses  hold  that  s  Druse  t.oul 
flies  st  the  moment  of  death  Into 
the  body  of  a  new-bom  Druse  baby 
—an  abode  which  may  be  better  or 
worse  than  the  one  it  has  Just  left, 
though  not  so  by  reason  of  any 
•d'  h  law  as  karma.  The  soul  of  an 
old  hero  mav  be  today  In  the  body 
of  a  coward  or  thief.  On  this 
poini  the  Druses  have  a  unique 
tlMQgf  of  divine  Justice  They  look 
forward  to  a  trial  of  souls  when  this 
world  is  brought  to  an  end.  Each 
<oul  Is  to  be  Judged  by  the  <ame 
rales  But  every  soul  has  previous- 
ly passed  through  many  human  in- 
carnations. It  is  born  sometimes 
Into  a  bandit's  family,  sometimes 
into  a  drunkard's  family,  sometimes 
into  a  scholar's  family,  sometimes 
into  a  hero's  family,  sometimes  into 
a  holy  man's  family,  sometimes  Into 
b  thief's  family.  In  the  end  all 
°ouls  will  have  had  an  equal  chance 
snd  may  Justly  be  tried  on  the  day

For  the  tint  time  since  the  Inau- 
guration of  the  Navigation*!  Libera 
Tritatlna  Unr>  in  the  Pall  of  1825.  a 
liner  frtun  Uiat  company  arrived  tn 
port  here  last  night  at  S  o'clock 
from  Mediterranean  ports  to  dls- 
clutrge  a  large  shipment  cf  cork- 
board  that  will  be  used  at  the  cold 
storage  plant.  The  motorship.  called 
the  Reltre.  was  built  In  1927.  being 
the  last  of  five  motorshlps  «ptc tally 
constructed  tor  the  North  Pacific 
service. 

The  ship  has  a  displacement  ton- 
nage of  10.000  tons  and  7.067  grusi 
tons,  with  a  length  of  430  feet  and  a 
flfty-flve-foot  beam,  with  a  spacious 
aeoomnfodatlon  for  forty  first  class 
passengers  On  the  aaloon  deck 
there  Is  a  very  spacious  dining- 
room  with  small  tables  seating  four 
or  five,  instead  of  the  usual  two  or 
three  long  tables.  French  doors  open 
off  the  dining-room  on  this  deck  for 
games,  music  and  writing-room 
Plenty  of  room  Is  allowed  for  deck 
games,  and  a  small  swimming  tank 
is  erected  for  the  voyage  through 
warmer  uones. 

Just  above,  on  the  bridge  deck.  Is 
stluated  a  number  of  two-berth 
cabins  and  a  coxy  smoking  and  card 
room.  Doors  open  off  this  room 
on  either  side  onto  the  sun  deck, 
which  Is  partially  inclosed  with 
glass.  All  cabins  are  ousttde  rooms 
and  moot,  of  tbeae  are  on  the  main 
deck  There  are  three  large  state- 
rooms, the  balance  being  slightly 
smaller,  but  with  plenty  of  space  for 
the  comfort  of  the  paasengera.  6 la 
of  the  cabins  have  adjoining  bath- 
rooms, which  are  used  by  the  occu- 
pants of  the  cabin  on  either  side  of 
the  room  The  ship  Is  fully  equipped 
with  wireless  and  radios,  and  also 
carries  two  stewardraaes. 

ROUTE  OP  SHIP 

The  Libera  Line  ship*  follow  a 
mast  Interesting  route  via  the  Pan- 
ama Canal  to  the  Mediterranean, 
where  calls  are  made  at  Marseilles, 
Genoa,  Leghorn.  Naples,  Trieste  and

Besides  this  line,  the  Vancouver 
agents  nave  outlined  extensive  build- 
ing programmes,  which  include  the 
French  Line,  which  Is  building  four 
new  ships  of  16.800  tons  displace- 
ment and  with  accommodation  for 
fifty  paaaengers  The  ships  will  run 
from  Vancouver  to  Havre.  Dunkirk 
and  Antwerp,  and  they  will  conform 
to  the  same  high  standard  as  that 
set  by  the  great  liners  from  New 
York  to  Plymouth  and  Havre.  The 
French  Line  is  further  augmenting 
its  Atlantic  service  with  a  new. 
larger  and  faster  cabin  class  ship 
than  the  De  Qrasae 

The  ship  now  under  construction 
will  be  named  the  Lafayette,  and  will 
be  launched  early  in  1OT0  They 
have  under  consideration  another 
liner  referred  to  as  the  "Super  De  de 
Franco."

Jan.  ll.-To 
buy  planes  and  equipment  to  build 
hangars  and  workshops  and  to  light 
airdromes  at  night,  the  new  mail 
and  pasenger-carrying  air  company, 
formed  by  Squadron  Leader  Kinga- 
ford  Smith  and  Plight  Lieutenant 
G.  P.  Ulm.  air  conquerors  of  the 
Pacific,  proposes  to  spend  more 
than  MOO.OOO. 

Of  this  amount  about  $175,000  will 
be  devoted  to  buying  three-englned 
planes  built  in  Oreat  Britain  and 
$75,000  will  be  spent  ou  hangars, 
lighting  and  organisation. 

Commercial  interests  have  re- 
ceived the  new  company  with  en- 
thusiasm and  financial  backing  of 
the  venture  to  the  extent  of  |«$C.0OU 
Is  already  assured.  Ever  since  their 
great  Pacific  flight  the  two  flyers 
have  been  concentrating  on  the  de- 
tails and  organisation  of  their  new 
.lervices. 

Sydney  will  be  the  headquarters 
of  the  new  airways  company,  and  it 
H  proposed  to  build  a  new  hangar 
Bt  Mascot  airdrome  that  will  be 
considerably  larger  than  the  exist- 
ing main  hangar.  Plans  ol  this 
hangar  shown  by  Lieut.  Ulm  include 
a  vast  main  building,  where  the 
service  planes  will  be  housed,  and 
In  addition  a  series  of  atails  on  one 
side  where  smaller  machines,  so  to 
apeak,  may  be  garaged.  At  the 
other  aide  of  the  hangar  will  be 
workshops,  offlctvi  and  equlpmen*. 
stores. 

At  Essenden  airdrome  the  com-

Minor  Optnatitm 
For  Shell  Fish 

NEW  YORK.  Jan.  31  -It  la  no 
mere  tea  tale  that  crabs,  lobsters 
and  crawfish  can  throw  off  a  leg 
when  captured,  and  swim  away  as 

unconcernedly  as  if  the  deserted 
limb  were  a  piece  of  seaweed 

This  fact  not  only  has  been  veri- 
fied scientifically,  bub  Dr  Florence 
Dowden  Wood  and  Dr  Horace  El- 
mer Wood.  II,  of  New  York  Cnlver. 
olty.  have  found  out  how  the  lobster 
and  his  kin  do  the  trick.  The  method 
has  long  been  In  dispute  as  It  is  one 
of  those  moves  in  which  the  leg 
that  does  It  Is  quicker  than  the  eye. 
At  one  moment  the  fisherman  holds 
hbi  lobster,  and  then  without  a  vis- 
ible move  on  the  lobster's  part  the 
captor  suddenly  is  holding  only  an 
unattached  leg. 

Dr.  Wood  found  that  the  crusLa- 
cean  nips  off  Its  let  »t  will  by  flex- 
ing one  muscle  near  the  Joint  which 
parts  company.  Even  if  no  one  has 
hold  of  the  leg.  the,  muscle  flexing 
Is  capable  of  casting  It  loose.  Nor 
has  an  Inhibitory  bar  been  found 
thai  would  prevent  a  careless  lob- 
ster, who  might  be  taking  his  morn- 
ing exercise,  while  still  sleepy,  from 
flexing  too  much  and  losing  all  his 
legs  at  once 

Even  this  does  not  much  matter 
to  lobsters  and  crabs,  for  they  are 
able  to  grow  new  legs  at  the  next 
moult  At  the  Joint  where  the  leg 
severs,  there  Is  only  the  tiniest  open- 
ing sufficient  for  one  blood  vessel 
and  a  nerve  to  extend  through  to 
the  extremity,  and  consequently 
there  Is  no  risk  of  bleeding
